1. A copy each of the Notice, the Rules, the Applica- 
tion Form and other papers relating to the examination is 
obtainable from the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission in accordance with para. 5 of the Notice. 
Candidates should consult them carefully to see if they 
are eligible before filling in the application form or paying 
the prescribed fee. The conditions prescribed cannot be 
relaxed. 

BEFORE SUBMI1TING THE APPLICATION CAN- 
DIDATES MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM AMONG 
THE CENTRES GIVEN IN PARAGRAPH 1 OF THE 
NOTICE THE PLACE AT WHICH THEY WISH TO 
APPEAR FOR THE EXAMINATION. A CANDIDATE 
WHO WISHES TO TAKE THE EXAMINATION AT 
AN INDIAN MISSION ABROAD MUST STATE IN

2. The application form must be filled in the candi- 
date’s own handwriting and all answers should be given 
in words. It should be submitted direct to the Secretary, 
Union Public Service Commission.

No application received by the Commission after the 
date prescribed in the Notice will be accepted. 

A candidate already in Government service, whether 
in a permanent or temporary capacity, must submit his 
application through the Head of the Department or office 
concerned who_ will complete the endorsement at the 
end of the application and forward it to the Commission. 

Applications from all other candidates, whether in pri- 
vate employment or in Government owned industrial 
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undertakings or other similar organisation, can be enter- 
tained direct. If such a candidate forwards his applica- 
tion through his employer and it reaches the Union Public 
Service Commission late, the application, even if submitted 
to the employer before the closing date, will not be enter- 
tained. 

3. Candidates are warned that they should not furnish 
any particulars that are false or suppress any material 
information in filling in the application form.

(v) Two copies of recent passport size (5 cm.X 7 
cm. approx.) photograph of the candidate. 

Details of the documents mentioned in items (i), (ii), 

(iii), (iv) and (v) are given below : — 

(i) Treasury Receipt or CROSSED Indian Postal Orders 
for the prescribed fee.. — The amount may be deposited 
in the nearest Government Treasury, or m a branch of 
the State Bank of India, or in a State Treasury authorised 
to transact business on behalf of Government (Amount 
deposited at Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi or Madras should 
be deposited in the Reserve Bank of India instead of in 
the State Bank of India) . The Treasury or Bank should 
be asked to credit it to the account head “XXI — Miscel- 
laneous Department Examination fees, Receipts of the 
Union Public Service Commission". The name of the 
examination and of the Treasury at which the fee is 
deposited should be clearly entered in the Treasury Receipt. 
The Treasury Receipt should be on the form pertaining to 
Central Government transactions and should be obtained 
from the Treasury at which the fee is deposited. If, how- 
ever, the blue form is not available in the Treasury the 
ordinary form hitherto employed should be used.

In no case will Postal Orders payable at any other Post 
Office be accepted.

Note 1. — Candidates residing abroad at the time of

Note 2.— AN APPLICATION NOT ACCOMPANIED

This does not apply to displaced persons from East 
Pakistan, who have migrated to India on or after lanuary 
L 1964, and are seeking remission of the prescribed fee, 
vide paragraph 3 of Appendix I to the Rules. 

Note 3. — A candidate must sent the Treasury Receipt, 
in original, along with his application. Duplicate/ triplicate 
copies of the Treasury Receipt will not be accepted. 

(ii) Certificate of Age.— The date of birth ordinarily 
accepted by the Commission is that entered in the Matri- 
culation Certificate or in the Secondary School Leaving 
Certificate, or in a certificate recognised by an Indian 
University as equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract 
from a Register of Matriculates maintained by a Univer- 
sity, which extract must be certified by the proper autho- 
rity of the University. The expression Matriculation Cer- 
tificate in this part of the Instructions must be understood 
as including these alternative certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matriculation 
Certificate is required in all cases as evidence of age, and 
it must invariably be sent to the Commission, in original, 
with a copy thereof, together with the application. 


Sometimes the Matriculation or equivalent Certificate 
does not show the date of birth, or only shows the age by 
completed years or completed years and months. In such 
cases a candidate must send, in addition to the Matricu- 
lation or equivalent certificate, an original certificate, to- 
gether with a copy thereof, from the Headmaster/ Principal 
of the institution from where he passed the Matriculation 
or equivalent examination, showing the date of his birth 
or his exact age as recorded in the Admission Register of 
the Institution.

If 
they arc unable to obtain the duplicate Matriculation 
Certificate from the University, they should submit an 
extract from the University Gazette in which their results 
were published showing their date of birth and certified 
by the Registrar or the Headmaster. 

— In the case of candidates who are already in 
permanent Government Service, the entries in their Ser- 
vice Book may be accepted as proof of date of birth and 
educational qualification. 

(iii) Certificate of Character,— A candidate must sub- 
mit a certificate of character, with a copy thereof, from 
some person in authority (for example, Principal, Proctor, 
Dean, etc.) at an educational institution which he is 
attending or has attended for at least one year during 
the three yearn immediately preceding the date of his 
application. 

The signatory of the certificate should give his designa- 
tion in full. 

Note 1. — Candidates, who have not attended any edu- 
cational institution for at least one academic year within 
three years immediately preceding the date of their appli- 
cations may submit a certificate of character in original, 
with a copy thereof, from a gazetted officer in service. 

Note 2.— Only one certificate of character is required. 

(iv) Certificate of Educational Qualification.— A candi- 
date must submit a certificate or diploma, in original, with 
a copy thereof, showing that he has one of the qualifica- 
tions prescribed in Rule 6. The certificate submitted 
must be one issued by the authority (i.e. University or 
other examining body) awarding the particular qualifica- 
tion, If such a certificate or diploma is not submitted, 
the candidate must explain its absence, and submit such 
other evidence, in original, as he can to support his claim 
to the requisite qualification. The Commission will consi- 
der this evidence on its merits but do not bind them- 
selves to accept it as sufficient. 

Note.— Candidates who have appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render them eligible to 
appear at this examination but have not been informed 
of the result mav apply for admission to the examination. 
Candidates who' intend to appear at such a qualifying 
examination may also apply provided the qualifying exa- 
mination is completed before the commencement of this 
examination.

(v) A candidate claiming age concession as a repatri- 
ate from Ceylon under Rule 5E((vi) should produce, 
in original, together with a copy thereof, a certificate 
from the High Commission for India in Ceylon stating 
that he is an Indian citizen who has come to India under 
the Repatriation Scheme of the Government of Ceylon. 

(vi) A candidate from the Union Territory of Goa,

3. “I declare that I entered the Union Services with- 
out a certificate of eligibility before the com- 
mencement of the Constitution i.e. 26th January, 
1950, and am continuing in such service since 
then without a break,”
